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ROBERT IRSAY 


President and Treasurer 


Robert Irsay has made two important in- | 
vestments in his lifetime and has enjoyed 
success with each of them. 

He founded the Robert Irsay Company, a 
heating, ventilating and air-conditioning firm, 
in 1951, and 21 years later gained control of 
the Baltimore Colts. Both have proved excit- 
ing investments, with the Colts winning the 
AFC Eastern Division championship last year 
and the company gaining world-wide renown. 

Irsay became the owner of the Baltimore 
Colts in one of the most extraordinary trans- 
actions in professional sports history. i 

In 1972, Irsay purchased the Los Angeles Rams franchise from the 
estate of the late Dan Reeves and within days had negotiated an 
exchange with Carroll Rosenbloom for the Baltimore Colts. 

“| could have stopped with the purchase of the Rams,” Irsay said. 
“But | didn’t. | wanted the Colts.” 

Irsay was raised in the rugged “Bucktown” section of Chicago's 
north side and worked his way through school. At the University of 
Illinois he made the football team as a “walk-on” and was a teammate 
of former Colt Alex Agase, now head coach at Purdue. He eventually 
quit football because of his studies. 

Following his discharge from the U.S. Marine Corp. in 1945, he was 
employed in the mechanical contracting business. 

In 1951, he made the decision to start his own business, The Robert 
Irsay Company of Skokie, Illinois. 

“I really didn't have enough money to start a company,” said Irsay, 
“but my wife, Harriet, loaned me $800 she had saved.” 

Twenty years later he had built his investment into a multi-million 
dollar heating, ventilating and air-conditioning company known and 
respected in the business and contracting fraternity throughout the 
world. 

The Robert Irsay Company has contracted with Disney World, 
Detroit's Cobo Hall, Chicago's First National Bank Building, various 
nuclear power stations, and a multitude of office, residential and 
industrial complexes. 

In June of 1971, Irsay sold his company to Zurn Industries, Inc., a 
New York Stock Exchange Company. However, he still retains a 
management role with the company. 

Through a mutual friend Irsay was introduced to Joe Thomas, who 
presented him with the idea to buy the Rams. The sale and trade were 
consummated and Irsay was the owner of the Baltimore Colts, with the 
transfer becoming official July 13, 1972. 

Irsay has seen every Colt game since he purchased the club, 
including preseason and regular season, both home and away. 

“Professional football is one of the most exciting things in my life,” 
he says. 

Ownership of the Colts is not Irsay's first involvement in profes- 
sional sports. He was one of the original partners in the Montreal 
Expos baseball franchise in 1968. 

Irsay is active in business and civic affairs, and under his guidance 
the Colts have participated in various charitable activities. 

He serves on the Board of Directors of the Eye Research Institute 
and raises funds for the Stritch School of Medicine, Loyola University, 
Chicago. He is also active in a number of other charitable programs. 

Irsay was born March 5, 1923. He and his wife, Harriet, are the 
parents of two sons—Tom (21) and Jimmy (16). Among Irsay's 
recreational activities are golf and water sports. 
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JOE THOMAS 


Vice President and General Manager 


Joe Thomas's rebuilding program reached 
fruition last December, when the Baltimore 
Colts concluded the greatest comeback in 
NFL history by winning the AFC Eastern 
Division championship. 

scorned and ridiculed in his first three 
years in Baltimore, Thomas is now toasted | 
and praised as the master builder of the | v 
young Colts, a team many consider to be a | 
prime contender for years to come. 

“| knew what | had to do,” says Thomas. 
“There's the easy way and the tough way. | 
decided on the tough way. Too many people today opt for the easy 

way out.” 


What Thomas did was institute a total upheaval of the Colts roster, 
dispatching legends and fan favorites for young, promising football 
players. 


Of the 41 veterans reporting to the 1976 training camp, Thomas is 
responsible for 35 of them being in Colt uniforms. 


When the dust had settled, Baltimore was entering the playoffs for 
the first time since 1971 and Thomas was being acclaimed Executive 
of the Year by The Sporting News, and Man of the Year by the 
Football News and the Chamber of Commerce of Metropolitan 
Baltimore. 


Thomas's judgement of player talent is based on years of experi- 
ence as a player and coach prior to moving into the front office of 
professional football, where he also helped build successful teams in 
Minnesota and Miami. 


“The building order is this,” he says. “The draft is first; you have to 
do your best job there. Second, is trades and third, free agents and 
waiver claims.” 


_Through the draft, Thomas has acquired Bert Jones, Joe Ehrmann, 
Mike Barnes, David Taylor, and Ray Oldham (all in 1973); John 
Dutton, Roger Carr, Fred Cook, Robert Pratt, Doug Nettles, Dan 
Dickel, Freddie Scott, Glenn Robinson, Bob Van Duyne, and Randy 
Hall (1974); and Ken Huff, Marshall Johnson, Roosevelt Leaks, Derrel 
Luce, and Kim Jones (1975). 


Thomas, who was an assistant coach with the Colts in 1954 and 
instrumental in Baltimore's drafting of Alan Ameche, was the first 
person hired by the Miami Dolphins in the summer of 1965. As 
assistant to the president and player personnel director, he acquired 
21 of the Dolphins 22 starters in Super Bowl VIII, including Paul 
Warfield, Larry Csonka, Bob Griese, Mercury Morris, Larry Little and 
Dick Anderson. 

In all, he laid the foundation for a team, which won two Super Bowls, 
three AFC titles, and four divisional championships in the first nine 
years of its existence. 

Thomas also was the first person hired by the Minnesota franchise 
in 1960, when the Vikings joined the NFL. There, too, he secured a 
majority of the Vikings players who played in Super Bowl |V—starters 
such as Fran Tarkenton, Carl Eller, Jim Marshall, Dave Osborn, Roy 
Winston and Mike Tinglehoff. 


Thomas was an end at Ohio Northern, where he also played 
basketball. In 1975, his alma mater honored him with an Alumni 
Citation, 

Following graduation in 1943, he served in the Navy, including 


training and playing football at Bainbridge and Great Lakes Naval 
Center. 
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Upon his service discharge, he was named assistant football coach 
at New Albany (Ind.) High School in 1946. He moved to Rensselaer 
(Ind.) High School the next year as head coach and to DePauw 
University in 1948 as assistant football and basketball and head 
baseball coach. 


Thomas joined the Indiana University staff in 1952 as an assistant 
football and basketball coach. He helped Branch McCracken lead the 
Hoosiers to the 1953 NCAA basketball championship and also aided 
McCracken in writing his book, Indiana Basketball. 


Thomas earned a master’s degree at Indiana and credits towards a 
doctorate. 


In 1954, Weeb Ewbank brought Thomas to Baltimore as defensive 
line coach and to assist in the personnel department. He moved to Los 
Angeles in 1955 and to Toronto of the CFL in 1957, where he also 
worked with the defense. He later coached the Colts for the final 11 
games of the 1974 season. 


Born in Warren, O., on March 18, 1921, Thomas was raised in the 
rural areas of that city. He and his wife, Judi, are the parents of a 
six-year old daughter, Paige, and reside in Baltimore County. 


Thomas is active in civic work and is Honorary Chairman of the 
Maryland Boy Scouts membership drive, State Chairman of the 
Maryland Epilepsy Foundation, and serves on the Board of Directors 
of the Maryland Special Olympics and the Board of Directors of 
Buddies, Inc., a foundation which raises funds for recreational areas 
and boys clubs for needy children in the Baltimore area. 


Thomas is listed in Who’s Who, and The National Register of 
Prominent Americans and International Notables. 


TED MARCHIBRODA 


Head Coach 


In his first year as a head coach, Ted 
Marchibroda plotted the greatest comeback 
in NFL history, raising the Colts from a 2-12 
1974 record to the 1975 AFC Eastern Division 
championship and a 10-4 season mark. 

In turn, the 45-year old Franklin, Pa., native 
was the near unanimous choice as Coach of 
the Year in the NFL. Among those honoring 
him were the Associated Press, The Sport- 
ing News, Pro Footbal! Weekly, Football 
Digest and the Washington Touchdown 
Club. 

“Those awards are nice,” says Marchibroda, “but they're just gravy. 
The important thing is that the team won. That's the most meaningful 
reward | could get for the job | did—seeing the team win.” 





But the Colts were not winners the first day Marchibroda stepped on 
the field. They compiled a 2-4 preseason record and lost four of their 
first four requiar season games. 


“The turning point, | believe, was our preseason game with 
Houston. It was a brutally physical game, probably the most physical 
game we played all season, and we won. 


“From then on the players knew we had the physical talent to be 
winners and that hard work is the answer. 


“But really, | thought we had maybe a .500 team, but | never 
envisioned anything like a division championship. The team deserves 
all the credit, because they worked for it. They had the ability to 
bounce back from adversity.” 


Marchibroda was named head coach of the Colts on January 15, 
1975, after serving nine consecutive years as offensive aid to George 
Allen with the Washington Redskins and Los Angeles Rams. His last 
four seasons with Allen he was offensive coordinator. 


Marchibroda was the Pittsburgh Steelers first round draft choice in 
1953, after quarterbacking at both St. Bonaventure (1950-51) and the 
University of Detroit (1952). He transferred to Detroit for the 1952 
college season, when St. Bonaventure dropped football and was one 
of the nation's leading passers. He returned to St. Bonaventure and 
graduated in 1953. 


His professional career was interrupted following his rookie season, 
when he entered the military. He was discharged from the Army and 
returned to the Steelers for the 1955 season. 


In 1956, Marchibroda was the second leading passer in the NFL. He 
completed 124 of 275 pass attempts for 1585 yards and 12 
touchdowns. He concluded his professional career in 1957 with the 
Chicago Cardinals after suffering an arm injury. 


After four years in private business, Marchibroda began his 
coaching career as offensive backfield coach of the Redskins in 1961 
under Bill McPeak. He served with Washington through the 1965 
season, after which he joined George Allen in Los Angeles. He came 
east with Allen in 1971 as offensive coordinator, when Allen was 
named head coach of the Redskins. 


Marchibroda was born March 15, 1931 in Franklin, Pa. He is 
married to the former Henrietta Schossler of Oil City, Pa., and they 
have four children—daughters Jodi and Lonni, and sons Robert and 
Ted, Jr., a freshman football player at Virginia. 
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ASSISTANT COACHES 


MAXIE BAUGHAN, Defensive Coordinator and Linebackers 

Maxie Baughan, four times an All-Pro 
linebacker during his 13-year career, joined 
the Colts staff in 1975. He retired as an active 
player in 1971 and spent the 1972-73 sea- 
sons as assistant head coach and defensive 
coordinator at his alma mater, Georgia Tech. 
He rejoined the Redskins in 1974 as a 
player-coach, before coming to Baltimore. 
The 37-year old Alabama native was the 
second draft choice of the Philadelphia 
Eagles in 1960. He gained All-Pro and Pro 
Bowl honors and served as defensive captain 
there, before being traded to Los Angeles in 1966, where he gained 
like honors. He was traded to Washington in 1971. An All-American at 
Georgia Tech as acenter and linebacker, Baughan is a member of the 
school's Hall of Fame and has been selected as a member of the 
all-time teams at Georgia Tech, Philadelphia and Los Angeles. He 
and his wife, Dianne, have three sons. 





GEORGE BOUTSELIS, Special Teams 

George Boutselis is in his second year with 
the Colts and the NFL as the team’s first 
special teams coach. He attended the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, where he played 
quarterback and began his coaching career. 
He served as a graduate assistant (1963) and 
as offensive (1964) and defensive backfield 
coach (1965-66). He was defensive backfield 
coach at the University of Cincinnati in 
1967-68, before returning to the Atlantic 
Coast Conference in 1969 as defensive 
coordinator at Maryland. He moved to lowa 
state in 1972 as defensive line coach and to Virginia as defensive 
coordinator in 1973. In 1974, he was defensive backfield coach of the 
Charlotte Hornets of the WFL. Boutselis, 35 years old, is a native of 
Harrisburg, Pa., and is single. 





WHITEY DOVELL, Offensive Line 


Whitey Dovell, a nine-year NFL coaching 
veteran, is in his second year with the Colts. 
His past professional coaching experience 
was gained at Chicago (1972-74) and Denver 
(1967-71). Whitey served 15 years at the 
University of Maryland, his alma mater, be- 
fore joining the professional ranks. Following 
his graduation in 1951 with a degree in 
physical education, he remained at Maryland 
as freshman coach. In 1955, he moved to the 
varsity, where he coached the offensive line, 
receivers, defensive line and linebackers 
during the next 12 years. The 49-year old Newark, N.J., native played 
offensive guard for the late Jim Tatum at Maryland. He graduated in 
1947 from Newark Central High School after interrupting his high 
school education to serve with the Seabees in World War II! from 
1944-46. He and his wife, Claire, have three daughters. 
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FRANK LAUTERBUR, Defensive Secondary 


Frank Lauterbur began his professional 
coaching career in Baltimore in 1955, and 
after working in the collegiate ranks, returned 
to the Colts in 1974 as linebackers coach. 
This is his second year as defensive secon- 
dary coach. Lauterbur was one of the nation's 
most successful coaches from 1963-70 at 
Toledo, where he guided his teams to two 
Straight perfect seasons—11-0, 1969 and 
12-0, 1970—and a 23-game winning streak. 
He was named Coach of the Year in the 
Mid-American Conference three times and 
led Toledo to two Tangerine Bowl appearances (1969-70) and its 
highest national ranking ever—12th in 1970. Lauterbur, 50, is a native 
of Cincinnati. He attended the University of Detroit High School and 
Mt. Union College in Alliance, O., and is a World War Il Marine 
veteran. In 1955-56, he served as defensive line coach of the Colts, 
before joining Earl Blaik’s Army staff, where he served from 1957-61. 
In 1962, he was defensive coordinator at Pitt, in 1963 was named 
head coach and athletic director at Toledo, and from 1971-73 was 
head coach at lowa. Frank and his wife, Mary, have four children. 





PETE McCULLEY, Receivers and Conditioning 


Pete McCulley is the senior member of the 
Colt coaching staff in terms of service. A 
Louisiana native, McCulley joined the Colt 
staff in 1973, after serving three years at the 
United States Naval Academy as receivers 
and quarterback coach. He gained all- 
conference honors as a quarterback at 
Louisiana Tech. His coaching career began 
at Stephen F. Austin College, with other 
terms of service at Houston and Baylor. While 
at Baylor, he helped develop quarterback + - 
Terry Southhall and receiver Larry Elkins into 
school record-holders. McCulley also serves as the Colts’ condition- 
ing coach, working with the players both during the season and 
off-season on individual exercise programs. Not coincidentally, the 
Colts had one of the lowest serious injury rates in the NFL last season. 
Pete and his wife, Nettie, have two children. 





JERRY SMITH, Defensive Line 

Jerry Smith, a one-time guard with San 
Francisco and Green Bay, joined the Colt 
staff in 1974 as defensive line coach. Smith, 
45, has had extensive professional coaching 
experience, including serving as head coach 
of the Denver Broncos for the final five games 
of the 1971 season. His coaching career 
Started in 1960 with Lou Saban’s Boston 
Patriots. He moved with Saban to Buffalo in 
1962, where the Bills won two AFL titles and 
three division championships. Smith 
coached in New Orleans in 1969, but rejoined 
Saban in 1970 in Denver. In 1972, he coached in Houston and in 
Cleveland in 1973, before joining the Colts staff. He played tight end at 
Wisconsin and two years as a guard with San Francisco. Following 
military duty he played with San Francisco again and Green Bay. He 
began his coaching career in 1959 at Dayton. Smith and his wife, 
Shirley, have five children. 
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PERSONNEL STAFF 


FRED SCHUBACH, Player Personne! Director 


Fred Schubach has been with the Balti- 
more Colts since the club’s inception in 1953, Ms 
serving the past three years as Player Per- 
sonnel Director. A Philadelphia native, 
Schubach joined the Colts as equipment 
manager, after working for his father, Fred, 
who served 27 years as the Philadelphia 
Eagles equipment manager. In 1967, he was 
asked to join the personnel staff on a part- 
time basis, while continuing his equipment 
duties. He became a full-time member of the 
personnel department in 1971, and in 1973 
was named director. Schubach also has spent time in roleesicnal 
baseball, as acatcher in the Philadelphia Athletics farm system and as 
batting and bull pen catcher for the A's. He served in the Army Medical 
Corps during the Korean War and was stationed at the Osaka Army 
Hospital. Fred and his wife, Hazel, have two sons, Fred, Jr., and 
Richard, and reside in Lutherville, Md. 





DICK SZYMANSKI, Director of Pro Personnel 


Dick Szymanski, Director of Pro Person- 
nel, is in his 22nd year with the Baltimore 
Colts. Dick was the Colts’ second round draft 
choice in 1955 out of Notre Dame, where he 
played for the legendary Frank Leahy. He 
was the starting center on the 1955 College 
All-Star team, which defeated the Cleveland 
Browns. He was named to the Pro Bowl 
squad as a rookie, the first of three Pro Bowl 
appearances, and played on three Colt 
championship teams as a center and 
linebacker. Sizzy retired after the 1968 sea- 
son to enter the personnel department. In 1973, he was named 
Assistant Personnel Director and in 1974 to his present position. He 
also coached the offensive line in 1974. Dick resides in Lutherville, 
Md., with his wife, Patricia Ann, and children, Debra Ann and Michael 
Patrick. 








MARTIN DALY, Equipment Manager 


Martin Daly is the newest member of the 
Colt staff, joining the club officially on June 1 
of this year. Daly comes to Baltimore after 
serving the last four years as equipment 
manager at Michigan State University. He 
began his work with the equipment staff at 
Michigan State in 1965 and was named 
equipment manager in 1972. Daly, a Lansing, 
Mich., native attended Lansing Community 
College and was employed by the Michigan 
Department of State Highways prior to joining 
the university. He is single and was born 
September 28, 1944. 
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TRAINING STAFF 


ED BLOCK, Head Trainer 


“Ed Block of the Colts,” he says with pride. 
But, for 23 years he's been much more than 
just “Ed Block of the Colts.” To Colt players 
and coaches since 1954, he's been a re- 
spected friend, confidant, and healer, a man 
respected throughout his field and recently 
named to the Citizens Savings Athletic Train- 
ers Hall of Fame. 

“The real secret of training is something 
every mother knows,” he confides. “It's an 
observation thing. How did your mom know 
when you lied to her? It's the same thing in 
training—a feeling.” 





That's been his philosophy for 23 years as “Ed Block of the Colts.” 


Block, the youngest of 10 children, was raised in St. Louis and 
attended the University of Missouri, where he earned bachelor and 
master's degrees in physical education. He was active in many sports 
—baseball, wrestling, gymnastics, pistol, where he was a gold medal 
winner, and football. It was following a football injury that he “fell” into 
the position of assistant trainer. 


Upon his graduation, he was appointed basketball, baseball and 
track coach at Hancock High School in St. Louis. He taught and 
coached there until drafted into the Army in 1941. He rose to executive 
officer of his tank outfit and earned a Purple Heart, after being 
wounded in action. He then did work in convalescent hospitals in 
France and Germany as chief of physical training and corrective 
exercises. When discharged, he joined the physical education staff at 
Washington University in St. Louis and later earned his doctorate from 
Columbia.

Less than a minute later, on Baltimore's first play from 
Scrimmage following a Buffalo punt, Jones and Roger Carr connected 
On an 89-yard touchdown play to tie the club record and more 
importantly cut Buffalo's lead to 28-21 at the half. Mitchell tied the 
game in the opening minutes of the fourth quarter on an 11-yard run 
and the Colts took the lead for the first time minutes later, when Jones 
ran 19 yards on the option, following a Stan White interception. 
Another interception by Lloyd Mumphord put the Colts in position for 
their fifth straight touchdown, a 12-yarder by Mitchell, and a 42-28 lead 
with little more than three minutes left to play. Buffalo ended the Colt 
Stampede with an 18-yard touchdown pass from Gary Marangi to 
Chandler at the 13:22 mark of the final quarter. Mitchell rushed for 112 
yards to tie the club career record of seven 100-yard games, while 
Carr (136 yards) and Glenn Doughty (102) totaled more than half of 
aes 306 yards passing as Baltimore ran-up 498 yards total 
Offense.

Toni 
Linhart ended the game with a 31-yard field goal with 2:16 remaining 
in the overtime period as a thick fog enveloped Memorial Stadium and 
99,398 fans. The teams battled through nearly three quarters 
scoreless, before Mercury Morris ran three yards around left end with 
2:07 left in the third quarter. With 12:11 left to play in regulation time, 
the Colts began their march to tie the game from their own 14-yard 
line. Tackle George Kunz led Mitchell in from the six-yard line with 
9:30 left to play and Toni Linhart added the PAT to tie the game. In the 
final minute of the fourth quarter the Dolphins had moved to the Colts 
42-yard line, before a 15-yard personal foul penalty and an 11-yard 
sack of quarterback Don Strock by Mike Barnes moved them out of 
potential scoring range and assured an overtime period. Miami won 
the toss and returned the kickoff to its 37-yard line. Morris carried two 
times for 12 yards and a first down at the Dolphins 49. Strock 
overthrew Moore on a pass attempt, Norm Bulaich ran four yards ona 
draw play, and Colt linebacker Tom MacLeod deflected a Strock to 
Bulaich pass, forcing Larry Seiple to punt. He punted 43 yards, 
bouncing the ball out of bounds on the Colt four-yard line with 12:45 
left in overtime.

December 28, 1946—Baltimore awarded bankrupt Miami Seahawks franchise 
of All-America Football Conference. Bob Rodenberg heads pur- 
chasing group and team renamed Colts via fan contest. 

February 10, 1947—Cecil Isbell named head coach. 

September 7, 1947—Colts win inaugural AAFC game, defeating Brooklyn 
Dodgers 16-7 before 27,418 fans at Baltimore Stadium. 

September 28, 1947—New York Yankees defeat Colts 21-7 before record 
Baltimore crowd of 51,583. Colts place fourth in Eastern Division 
with 2-11-1 record, while drawing 199,661 fans. 

Spring, 1948—Colts reorganize with over 200 stockholders. Jake Embry 
named president and Walt Driskill, general manager. 

December 12, 1948—Buffalo Bills win playoff game for Eastern Division title in 
Baltimore 28-17 in game marked by near riot. Colts finish 7-8 under 
Isbell. Dick Barwegen named all-league guard and attendance 
totals 244,502. 

Spring, 1949—Driskill succeeds Embry as president, while continuing as 
general manager. 

Fall, 1949—Isbell fired after first four games and Driskill named coach. Team 
finishes seventh in Easter Division with 1-11 record. Barwegen 
again named all-leaque. 

December 9, 1949—National Football League and AAFC reach “peace” 
agreement and Colts enter NFL for 1950 season. 

December 18, 1949—Abraham Watner named Colts’ president. 

Spring, 1950—Clem Crowe named head coach. 

December 10, 1950—Colts conclude 1-11 season with 15-14 defeat to Yanks 
at Yankee Stadium. Yanks will later become the Baltimore Colts. 

January 18, 1951—Watner withdraws franchise and is paid $50,000 for players 
by NEL. 

December 3, 1952—Commissioner Bert Bell, addressing Advertising Club, 
issues challenge to Baltimore to sell 15,000 season tickets in six 
weeks to re-enter NFL. 

December 8, 1952—Ticket drive officially begins with quota reached in four 
weeks, three days. 

January 11, 1953—Carroll Rosenbloom, with 52 per cent control, heads 
ownership group including William F. Hilgenberg, Zanvyl Krieger, 
Thomas Mullan, Sr., and R. Bruce Livie. 

January 23, 1953—Baltimore awarded Dallas Texan franchise. Don Kellett 
named president and general manager and Keith Molesworth, head 
coach. 

september 27, 1953—Colts upset Chicago Bears 13-9 in NFL opener al 
Memorial Stadium before 23,715 fans. 

Spring, 1954—Weeb Ewbank named head coach. 

February 4, 1957—Carroll Rosenbloom named president. 

November 2, 1958—Colts record club's first shutout, 56-0 over Green Bay 
Packers, to win sixth straight game and also set club record for 
largest margin of victory. 

November 16, 1958—Colts defeat Chicago 17-0, marking first shutout for 
Bears in 149 games. 

November 30, 1958—Colts clinch first Western Division tithe 35-27 over San 
Francisco before second straight record home sellout crowd of 
57,957, 

December 28, 1958—Colts defeat New York Giants 23-17 at Yankee Stadium 
in “sudden death” game for World Championship. 

December 12, 1959—Colts score 24 fourth quarter points to rally from 10-point 
deficit and defeat Los Angeles 45-26 at the Coliseum for second 
Western Division championship. 

December 27, 1959—Colts beat New York Giants 31-16 in Baltimore for 
second straight World Championship. 

December 11, 1960—Touchdown passing streak by John Unitas snapped by 
Los Angeles at NFL record 47 games. 
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January 8, 1963—Don Shula relieves Weeb Ewbank as team's third head 
coach since 1953. Gino Marchetti and Bill Pellington later named 
first player-coaches. 

December 15, 1963—John Unitas concludes season with eight team and one 
then-NFL record of 237 completions. 

January 20, 1964—Carroll Rosenbloom purchases all remaining stock to gain 
full ownership. 

November 22, 1964—Colts win club record 10th straight game, 24-7 over 
Rams in Los Angeles, to clinch third Western Conference title. 

December 13, 1964—Raymond Berry catches 506th career pass against 
Washington and Lenny Moore scores 20th touchdown of season, 
both NFL records at the time. 

December 27, 1964—Browns defeat Baltimore 27-0 in NFL title game in 
Cleveland. 

December 26, 1965—Packers edge Colts 13-10 in “sudden death” playoff for 
Western Conference crown. Tom Matte quarterbacks club in 
absence of injured John Unitas and Gary Cuozzo. 

June 8, 1966—NFL and American Football League announce merger for 1970. 

January 23, 1967—Don Kellett retires and Joe Campanella succeeds as 
general manager. 

February 15, 1967—Joe Campanella dies. 

March 17, 1967—Publicity Director Harry Hulmes named general manager. 

November 5, 1967—Colts score two late touchdowns to defeat world champion 
Packers 13-10 and snap five-game series losing string. 

December 17, 1967—Unbeaten in 13 games (11-0-2), Colts drop final game of 
season in Los Angeles 34-10 to miss playoffs. 

August 3, 1968—Art Donovan becomes first Colt to be inducted into Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. 

December 8, 1968—Colts win Coastal Division title by virtue of Chicago's 
17-16 win over Los Angeles. Colts defeated Green Bay 16-3 day 
before. 

December 22, 1968—Colts defeat Minnesota 24-14 for Western Conference 
crown, 

December 29, 1968—Colts shutout Cleveland 34-0 for NFL championship and 
first back-to-back titles since 1958-59. 

January 12, 1969—New York Jets defeat Baltimore 16-7 in Super Bow! Il! at 
Orange Bowl. 

May 17, 1969—Baltimore, Pittsburgh, and Cleveland join old AFL teams to form 
American Football Conference as NFL realigns. 

January 6, 1970—Don Klosterman named general manager. 

April 3, 1970—Don McCafferty succeeds Don Shula as head coach. Shula quit 
to become head coach of Miami Dolphins. 

September 20, 1970—Baltimore wins first AFC game, 16-14 over San Diego, in 
realigned NFL. 

December 13, 1970—Colts clinch Eastern Division championship with 20-14 
win at Buffalo. 

December 26, 1970—Colts win AFC Divisional Playoff game with Cincinnati 
Bengals, 17-0. 

January 3, 1971—Colts defeat Oakland 27-17 to win AFC championship. 

January 17, 1971—Colts win first AFC-NFC Super Bowl 16-13 over Dallas on 
“shi O'Brien's 32-yard field goal with five seconds to play at Orange 

March 18, 1971—Steve Rosenbloom named president and Carroll 
Rosenbloom, chairman of the board. 

January 2, 1972—Miami defeats Baltimore 21-0 in AFC title game at Orange 
Bowl. Colts qualified for playoffs as wild card team and defeated 
Cleveland 20-3 in AFC playofts. 

July 13, 1972—Robert Irsay acquires Colts from Carroll Rosenbloom in ex- 
change for Los Angeles Rams. Joe Thomas named Vice President 
and General Manager. 

July 29, 1972—Gino Marchetti inducted into Pro Football Hall of Fame, joining 
Art Donovan. 

October 16, 1972—John Sandusky replaces Don McCafferty as head coach 
after fifth game of season. 

January 22, 1973—John Unitas sold to San Diego. 

February 14, 1973—Howard Schnellenberger named head coach. 
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July 28, 1973—Raymond Berry and Jim Parker inducted into Pro Football Hall 
of Fame. 

september 29, 1974—Joe Thomas, Vice President and General Manager, 
replaces Howard Schnellenberger as head coach after three 
games. 

October 20, 1974—Lydell Mitchell establishes NFL single game record of 40 
carries (156 yards) in 35-20 win over New York Jets at Shea 
Stadium. 

December 15, 1974—Bert Jones completes NFL record 17 consecutive pas- 
ses and Lydell Mitchell wins league pass catching title with 72 
receptions, record then for running backs. 

January 15, 1975—Ted Marchibroda named head coach. 

August 2, 1975—Lenny Moore inducted into Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

December 7, 1975—Lydell Mitchell rushes 119 yards against New York Giants 
at Shea Stadium to become first Colt running back to rush for 1000 
yards in a season. 

December 14, 1975—Colts defeat Miami 10-7 on Toni Linhart's 31-yard field 
goal with 2:16 left to play in overtime. 

December 21, 1975—Colts complete greatest turnaround season in NFL his- 
tory with ninth straight win, defeating New England 34-21 at Memo- 
rial Stadium to finish 10-4 and win Eastern Division title. 

December 27, 1975—FPittsburgh defeats Baltimore 28-10 in opening AFC 
playoff game at Three Rivers Stadium. 


EVOLUTION OF THE COLTS 


Contrary to popular belief the Baltimore Colts have always been 
members of the National Football League. 

In 1944, Ted Collins and singer Kate Smith established a National 
Football League team in Boston called the Yanks. After four seasons, 
the club was moved to the Polo Grounds in New York and renamed 
the Bulldogs. 

The National Football League and the All-America Football Confer- 
ence merged following the 1949 season, with the New York Yankees 
of the AAFC dissolving. The Bulldogs moved into vacated Yankee 
stadium and played there as the Yanks for the 1950 and 1951 sea- 
sons. 

The Yanks moved to Dallas for the 1952 season and were called the 
Texans. Finally, in 1953, the franchise was awarded to Baltimore and 
the Texans became the Baltimore Colts. 

The original Baltimore Colts of the AAFC (1947-49) and the NFL 
(1950) evolved from the Miami Sea Hawks. The Miami franchise of the 
AAFC was transferred to Baltimore in 1947. In 1950, after being 
accepted into the NFL in the merger, the franchise was dissolved and 
Baltimore was without professional football until the Texans moved to 
town in 1953.

Retired in 1967 as the leading pass receiver in 
NFL history (now ranks second) with 631 recep-

THE BALTIMORE COLTS MARCHING BAND 


The Baltimore Colts Marching Band is observing its 30th 
anniversary this season. Founded in 1947 for the All-America 
Football Conference Colts, the band remained active in 
1951-52, when Baltimore was without football, and aided in the 
Campaign to return football to the city in 1953. 

The band, composed of volunteer musicians, performs 
annually at four regular season and one preseason game and 
prior to every kickoff. The 160 members begin rehearsals in 
late spring and make appearances at parades and other 
special events throughout the year, including the Preakness at 
Pimlico Race Track, where the band recently played for the 
14th consecutive year. 


The band is represented in the Professional Football Hall of 
Fame in Canton, O., by its first bass drum (donated in 1966) 
and a number of other original band items (1971). The band is 
recognized as the first in professional football to incorporate a 
cheerleader unit (1954).

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BALTIMORE MEMORIAL STADIUM 


Baltimore Memorial Stadium was completed in 1954. Construction 
began in 1949, the final season of Baltimore's play in the All-America 
Football Conference, on the same site as the original Baltimore 
Stadium. Work continued through 1949 and the 1950 National Foot- 
ball League season without the Colts missing a home game. 


Construction was suspended following the dissolution of the Balti- 
more NFL franchise in 1950, and did not resume until 1952. Work 
continued through the 1953 season, when the current Colt team 
moved to the city from Dallas. 


The stadium, in its present form, was completed prior to the 1954 
Season with a capacity of 52,000. Additions brought the capacity up to 
a high of 60,240 in 1970. Comfort refinements have reduced the 
Current capacity to 56,626 for Colt games played before conversion 
from the baseball configuration, and 60,020, when the football config- 
uration is completed. 

The original Baltimore Stadium was built of wood on mounds of dirt 
beginning in 1922. It was completed in 1924 with a seating capacity of 
80,000 and officially dedicated on November 29, 1924, when 80,150 
pg attended the Army-Navy game. Capacity later was reduced 
to 66,000.
